AMERICAN-SAUDI PLAN FOR LEBANON REPORTED

[Text] Kuwait, 2) May (KUNA)=-AL-QABAS today carries an article about an American- 
Saudi plan for a comprehensive settlement to the Lebanese crisis. The plan provides 
for the withdrawal of the Syrian peace-keeping forces from Lebanese territory. 

In a dispatch from Washington which cites an unidentified Arab diplomatic source, 
AL~QABAS saye that the plan was tudied during the visit of the special American 
envoy, Philip Habib, to Saudi Arabia at the end of last week, 


The paper adde that Habib conveyed to the Saudie “reassurances" that President 
Reagan's administration will not allow the outbreak of war in the Middle East 
over the Syrian missiles deployed in Lebanon. Ierael has threatened to destroy 
these missiles if they are not withdrawn. 


The paper says that Habib discussed with Crown Prince and Deputy Prime Minister 
Prince Fahd ibn ‘Abd al-'Agise and Foreign Minister Sa‘ud al-Faysal a plan, which 
Saudi Arabia modified, for a comprehensive settlement of the Lebanese crisis this 
year. It says that Saudi Arabia conveyed the American stance to Syria and asked 

it to put a halt to the escalation of the crisis with a pledge to carry out 
consultations on the situation in Lebanon and to provide a large amount of material 
assistance. 


The paper says that the Saudis envisage a solution to the crisis which includes 
the withdrawal of the Arab deterrent forces from Lebanon by the end of this year 
and aid to the Lebanese state in imposing effective and total control over all its 
territories and placing all armed groups under the government's jurisdiction. 

it says that thie Saudi plan also includes the recognition of a special status 

in Lebanon for the Palestinian resistance movement, but does not elaborate on this. 
AL-QABAS says that this plan will be submitted to the Arab Foreign Ministers 
Emergency Conference which is being held in Tunis tomorrow to discuss the develop- 
ment of the Lebanese crisis, including the missiles issue.

Communism in Islamic Republics

Text There are in the Soviet Union six Islamic federal republics. They 
are Azerbaijan, Uzbekistan, Tadzhikistan, Turkmenia, Kazakhstan and 
Kirgizia. 


The republic of Azerbaijan was established in 1920. It joined the Russian 
republic between 1922 and 1936 and became a federal republic within the 
sphere of the Soviet Union in 1936. There are autonomous regions that are 
affiliated with Azerbaijan. 


In 1976 the population in Azerbaijan amounted to 5.7 million persons. 
Among them the Azerbaijani language prevails; it is considered a Turkish 
language. The Russian language is the second language in Azerbaijan. 
Seventy-eight percent of the total population are Muslims, and among the 
Muslim Azerbaijanis there is a considerable ratio of Shi'ites. 


The Republic of Uzbekistan used to consist of different political units. 
Among them was the Republic of Karakalpakskaya and part of the principality 
of Bukhara, which was annexed by the Soviet Empire in 1878, along with the 
principality of Samarkand. _It also included) part of Khorezmskaya and 
other regions. The Soviet Union established this republic on the ruins of 
these mini-states. 


Uzbekistan includes autonomous regions such as Bukhara, Samarkand, 
(Khawarizm) and Tashkent. in 1924 Uzbekistan became a federal republic. 
Samarkand was its capital from the time of ics establishment until 1930 
when the capital was moved to Tashkent after the peopie of Samarkand 
resisted changing the Islamic character of the city. it was thought that 
Tashkent would show less resistance because half of its residents were 











Russians, and this (in teself) would reduce the resistance of the com- 
munist invasion to it (sic), 


According to 1965 statistics, the number of people in Usbekistan amoun- 
ted to about 14 million persons. The Muslims (there) exceed 68 percent 

of the population; they are Sunnis. Le is to be noted that all the Vsbeks 
are Muslims. The districts of these republics have reminiscences and an 
ancient Islamic past. Imam Bukhari, for example, traces his origins to the 
region of Bukhara. 


The population of the Republic of Tadehikistan is 3,385,000 persons, accor~ 
Jing to 1975 statistics. The Tadehike make up the largest population group 
in the country. They are Muslim farmers, and they speak a language that is 
a blend of Turkish and Persian. But the Usbeks make up 2) percent of the 
population, and the number of Muslims in the population (there) is 98 
percent; most of them are Shi'ites. 


The Russians siezed the larger part of Turkmenia, (Turkmenistan), after 
the Turkmen war of 1879-1880. Turkmenia has been part of the Soviet Repub- 
Lice since 1924, 


According to 1975 stacistics the number of people in Turkmenia is 
2,495,000 persons. Turkmens make up two thirds of the population, and 
it is estimated that more than 90 percent are Muslims who are Sunnis. 


The Republic of Kazakhstan has been a federal republic since 1936. It 
had obtained its independence as a republic within the union in 1920. 
According to 1975 estimates the population amounted to 14,170,000 persons. 


The population is made up of several ethnic groups, the most important of 
which is that of the Russians who make up 42 percent of the population; 
the Cossacks, who rake up 32 percent; the Ukrainians, who make up 7 per- 
cent; and the Taturs who make up 2 percent. It is evident that the 
Russians were forced to emigrate so that communis can be imposed on the 
original residents. Most of the Cossacks are Sun: climes. Muslims used 
to constitute most of the population, but they were made to leave the 
republic by force, and many of them were settled in Siberia. They were 
replaced by large numbers of Russians and Ukrainians, and this reduced the 
ratio of Muslims to 68 percent of the population. 


The Russian colonization of the Republic of Kirgizia began in 1866 A.D. 
Twenty Russian villages were established there. Kirgizia obtained its 
independence in 1926, and it became a federal republic in 1936. 


According to 1975 estimates the population amounted to 2,294,000 persons. 
The Circassians, who are the natives of this country, are of Turkish 
descent, and their religior is Islam. They shave their heads, and they 
grow their beards. The Cirassians make up 44 percent of the population. 


It is evident that Muslims in these republics faced a danger t..at came 








over them suddeniy. lelamic resitatance was countered by all means, 
including the forced migration of Russians to the Islamic districts and 
the forced migration of the original residents to Siberia and the other 
districts of the Soviet Union. |The purpose of such counteraction!) was to 
weaken Muslims’ resistance until they should become merely a minority 

ifn @ Strange society. These countries were also joined to the cells of the 
communist party which represents a minority that is estimated to be 2.5 
percent of the population. Muslims were deprived of (their) human rights, 
and their presence became a pretext for persecution. 


ideas about islamic unity that had been prevalent among the Muslims of 
Russia were rooted out. In fact, communiam did reach all lelamic and non- 
islamic homes and became the principal source of danger to the Islamic 
wor le. 


The destruction of the islamic inscitutions by communiam began in 1921. 
An end was put to religious endowments, which guaranteed the economic 
power to spend soney for lelamic purposes; to the religious courts for 
Muslims: and to inatitutions for teaching the Islamic religion. And the 
islamic presse wae annihilated. 


Use of the Arabic language, which had been prevalent among almost 2 
mill.on Muslims, was eliminated beyond the Caucasus region). Religious 
education was also removed trom the scene, and it was replaced by com- 
munist education which is based on godlessness and atheism. The latter 
kind of education came to be considered as a basic requirement for employ- 
ment. Legislation was enacted making men and women equal, *-.en in divorce; 
recognizing illegitimate children; and abolishing the is'amic inheritance 
system. The communist media played a very significant role in resisting 
islam and spreading destructive principles. 


It is no secret that education and the instruction that is associated 
with it mold the incline ions, the positions and the conduct of 
individuale in a basic way. Hence was the result: Islam tended to wane 

in the Soviet Union despite recognition for the resistance movements 
against communism whose forces were modest, compared to those of the com- 
munist regime. 


And here, we wonder about the extent of the islamic world's awareness 

of what Muslims in the Sov.et Union and elsewhere in the communist coun- 
tries are being subjected to. We wonder about! the attention that is 
given to this matter in the field of political, social, demographic and 
other studies. We wonder about the media's attention to these questions, 
etc., and we wonder about the extent to which doors are opened to the 
mouthpieces of communist propaganda who claim that there is religious 
tolerance in the Soviet Union. These mouthpieces have in fact reached the 
countries of Muslims.

Text We have previously stated that there are 6 Islamic republics among 
the 15 republics of the Soviet Union. There are also several minorities in 
the Soviet Union in several other districts of these vast republics, 


in the Armenian SSR, which is one of the small republics of the Soviet 
Union, there are 340,000 Muslims out of a population of 2 million persons. 
That is, the number of Muslims does not exceed 1? percent. 


In the Georgian SSR there are 855,000 Muslims in a population of 4.5 mil- 
Lion persons. This means that the number of Muslims is estimated to be 19 
percent of the population). 


The following table shows the population in general, the number of Muslims 
and the ratio of Muslims to the population in the various districts of the 
federation of Russia.

The preceding indicated that the number of Muslims that is to be reckoned 
with in these republics is in the Armenian and Georgian republics and in 
the Federal Republic of Russia. 


The problem that is fucing these groups is a dangerous problem. They have 











been crushed by the cogwheels of communitam. In general it may be said that 
their cultural and intelleccual identity has been lost and that, except 
tor the elderly, their faith is almost nominal. Thus the banner of lalam 
recedes in several areas of the globe under the nose of the Islamic world. 


When we read the western press, we occasionally find some coverage of the 
condition of Muslims in the Soviet Union and their opposition to the com- 
munist regime, especially in the Asian republics of the Soviet Urion. How- 
ever, thetr backing is weak. The picture becomes clearer when we take into 
consideration the visibility of the Jewish minority in the Soviet Union. 
There are in the Soviet Union about 2.25 million Jews. That is much less 
than the Muslims in the Soviet Union. But the role of international 
Zioniem and the Jews of the world, who are estimated to be about 15 mil- 
lion persons, have formed a force that has brought pressure on the com- 
munist regime in its controntation with the Soviet Jews. Therefore, we 
find international resolutions and positions condemning the position of 
the Soviet Union on Soviet Jets who have no one else to protect them. This 
is despite the fact that the number of Muslims in the world is estimated 
to be | billion and despite the growing power of the Islamic world. In 
fact, tslamic conferences often do not discuss the conditions of Muslims. 
The matter even went as far as reluctance to condemn Soviet policy in 
Afghanistan. Hence the interna-tional responsibility of the Islamic world 
is evident in ignoring the voice of Soviet Muslims who have been lost 
under the cogwheels of the communist machine. 


A number of Muslims are still deceived by false Soviet statements about 
respect for religions. Muslims have also been deceived in the past by the 
statements that were signed by Lenin and Stalin on 3 December 1917. These 
had proclaimed he freedom of Mus'ims to believe, to practice their customs 
and to work. They had also called upon Muslims to support the Communist 
Revolution. But after their might was strengthened, the communists 
attacked the Muslims. And so Islam became a stranger in the Soviet Union. 


Following the new power of the Islamic countries and the new communities 
that have been established, it has become quite important to devise a new 
Islamic international policy and to strive to implement it vis a vis the 
communist regimes and their positions on Muslims and on Islamic questions. 
The experience of Jewish and Zionist institutions in the world on Jews 

in the Soviet Union may be examined while taking into consideration the 
significant differences between the position on Soviet Jews and the 
position on Muslims in the Soviet Union. 


The question of the loss of islam and of other religions as well, in commu- 
nist regimes may be raised in the United Nations and in other inter- 
national organizations. It may also be translated in the adoption of joint 
policies that pertain to entorcing penalties against the regimes that per- 
secute Muslims or abuse their beliefs.

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IRAQL AMAL ‘SISTERS’ DISCUSS LRAN-IRAQ WAR, OTHER ISSUES 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 21 Apr 61 p 4 


[Text] Tabriz--ETTELA'AT correspondent=<Two ‘sisters’ of the Amal Islamic 
organization of Iraq, who had been visiting Tabriz at the invitation of the Mos- 
lem Students Organization of Tabriz University, in an exclusive interview with 
ETTELA'AT correspondent, answered questions about political and social conditions 
in lraqa. She said: 


"We came to Iran to avoid being arrested by the so-called security authorities 
of Lraq for our activities against the Godless Ba'thist regime of Iraq. 1 was a 
physics teacher in iraq, but while teaching in a girls school | tried to raise 
the level of the political knowledge of my students in such a way to make them 
understand the policy followed by Saddam and the policy adopted by the United 
States vis a vis that of Iraq. 


But the authorities got wind of this and it was then that 1 decided to come to 
Iran. 


She added: “After the victory of the Islamic revolution in Iran the Iraqi regime 
paniked, the result of which was the execution of Ayatollah Seyyed Mohammad 
Bager Sadr. This was then followed by the expulsion of some 50 thousand Lranian 
citizens residing in Iraq. Ordered by the Iraqi authorities, the regime's mer- 
cenary soldiers raided homes arresting and torturing opponents of the regime. 

One of those arrested was my brother who had been engaged in activities against 
the American backed regime of Saddam. He had been betrayed by his friends. But 
the lraqi regime arrested all members of my family. They were tortured in 

order to make them confess. They did not talk and the Iraqi regime decided to 
expell our family to Iran.” 


History of the Organization 


Referring to activities of the Amal islamic organization of Iraq, ‘sister’ 
Fatemeh said: “The organization had been active since 1966. The objectives of 
the organization are to continue the struggle and ‘Jehad' for God, truth and 
freedom and the making of devoted and faithful Moslems. it also aims at creating 
an Islamic civilization and culture bused on the principle of armed struggle. 
From the start of its operation the Amal organization has offered many martyrs 

to the Islamic revolution of Iraq. it has also taken part in several military 
operations outside Iraq. 
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Among the members of our organization .o were martyred by the lraqi security 
men during the 10 Moharram wurnine ceremonies were Moahmmad Khadir-e ‘Abbaet 
and Salman Amini. They were carrying machinegune during the ceremonies when 
they were confronted with security men, who wanted to stop the religious cere- 
monies, which resulted in a shootout during which they and a number of security 
men were killed, 


Also killed was another of our ‘brothers’, Salim Nur' Ali, who had planted a bomb 
at Iraq University aimed at killing Faruq Aziz, Saddam's deputy. Another 
‘brother’, Abu Ziad, wae killed by Saddam's mercenaries during the funeral of 
martyr Salim Nur Ali, 


She further added: Among other ‘brothers’ who had been actively fighting against 
the hated Iraqi regime was Mozaffar Bakr who had exploded a bomb in the Iraqi em- 
bassy in Rome which killed him along with two Ba'thist officials. 


Finally, one of our ‘brothers’ had intended to assassinate the lraqi vice-presi- 
dent in France, while he was visiting that country in connection with the purchase 
of the French-made Mirage airplanes, but was not successful in his attempt. 





The Earth-Shaking Lranian Revolution 


Speaking about the struggle of the Moslem people of lraq against the mercenary 
regime of Saddam and the effect of the Iranian Islamic Revolution in the region, 
the militant Iraqi ‘sister’ said: The Islamic revolution of Iran shook the world 
and especially the Middle East like an earthquake.

American Conference of Ta'if 


Sister “Sa'ereh" spoke next, saying: “When I was active in Iraq security authori- 
ties arrested six of my colleagues who had confessed after having been subjected 
to torture. After we learned this we fled to Syria, spending five months there 
before coming to Iran. We have been in Iran about one month now.” 
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Speaking about the study group set up by the Ta'if conference to review the lraqi- 
imposed war, she said: "The Ta'if conference was an American conference the aim 
of which was to promote an American version of lalam. Ite participants had only 
one thing in mind=-how to atop the war and save Saddam." 


She added: "Dy. ve know what this war is for and know many martyrea the Moslem 
people of lran has given in thie war. We are also aware of the fact that in 
Iraq Moslems ha’ been subjected to torture and are atill being tortured.” 


"To quote Imam Khomeyni, we accept this war and will be victorious regardless of 
whether we are killed or kill. We will not stop, even if the war continued for 
another 20 years, until Saddam is destroyed. We will not make peace with him, 
who te the same as the United States our goal is the eetablichment of an Islamic 
governvent in [Iraq." 


She further added: "The Lran=<Iraq war was ordered by the United States. We know 
that the United States tried several times to make the Islamic revolution of 

Iran face defeat. Failing this it turred to economic sanction and the encourage- 
ment of Iraq to attack Iran. The United States believed that Iraq's army was 
strong and that the lranian army would not be able to resist. And now we see 
that 7 months after the start of the conflict, which the United Staces and Saddam 
had believed would result in the occupation of Khuzestan and Iranian oil] fields 
within three to four days, they have been unsuccessful in their joint plan.

"MEDLA IMPERIALISM' BLAMED FOR TENSE IRAN-AFGHAN RELATIONS

(Text) The imperialist news agencies who have always assumed the role of a 
cover-up and complement of the aggressive and anti-people plots of the American 
imperialist have propagated a news story to the effect that "a Soviet reinforce- 
ment of 20,000 troops" has arrived in Kabul! This time the notorious BBC radio 
and some of the newspapers effiliated with the British cartels have been the 
"authors" of this media conspiracy. 


The BBC and the British press have disseminated this big falsity onl; a few weeks 
after the visit to Afghanistan of a number of British parliamentarians who ad- 
mitted, upon their return, that the situation in Afghanistan was calm and normal 
and that the falsities of the imperialist news agencies were nothing but a cover- 
up for the imperialist instigations and conspiracies against the Afghan Revolu- 
tion. 


The lie about the “entry of 20,000 Soviet troops into Afghanistan" was so out of 
proportion and irrational that the BBC attempted a few days later to deny it 
implicitiy. It said: 


"A spokesman of the State Department in Washington said that there were no proofs 
to substantiate the recent reports about the despatch of Soviet reinforcement 
into Afghanistan. Western diplomatic sources in New Delhi said a few days ago 
that 20,000 more Soviet troops had arrived in Kabul over the past couple of weeks. 
However, a State Department spokesman says the misunderstanding (!) has possibly 
stemmed from the replacements and movements of the Soviet troops."

But the dissemination of this provocative falsehood has not at all been fortuitcus 
or prompted by "misunderstanding." The reality is that this report was propagated 
precisely under the conditions in which the American imperialists, Beijing Maoists 
and the servile generals of Pakistan are engaged in organizing fresh and extensive 
incitements against the Afghan Revolution. The mercenary gangs, trained in Pakis- 
tan by Chinese and American experts, have launched extensive and fresh plots and 

assaults against the Afghan Revolution. The new attack against the Afghan Revo- 

lu*ion coincided with Alexander Haig's visit to the Middle East and with an effort 
to mount a new imperialist, anti-people, aggressive military alliance. It was not 
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without cause thac che Middle East region was plunged into an ominous tension as 
a result of the Ieraeli agitations in Lebanon, the activities of Afghan gangs 
against the government and the people of Afghanistan, paralleled by the continua- 
tion of the aggressive war against the Iranian Revolution, precisely prompted by 
Haig's visit, Yes, each step taken by the American imperialists is accompanied 
by aggression, tension and conspiracy. 


lt was under such conditions that the big falsity of "the arrival of a 20,000- 
strong Soviet reinforcement in Afghanistan" was disseminated in order to divert 
the world public opinion from the schemes being hatched by the American imperial- 
ists and ite allies and henchmen against the peoples oi the region. The idea is 
to make these peoples focus their attention on tie illusory Soviet threat and to 
inculcate in their minds that it is not America that conspires but that it is the 
Soviet Union that stokes the spread of tension and forces America to react! 


But the truth of the matter is that the American imperialists have hatched a 
dangerous plot against not only the Afghan Revolution but also against all the 
liberation movements in the region. It is not only Afghanistan which is attacked 
or plotted against, but the other liberation movements in the region, too, includ- 
ing, in particular, the Iranian Revolution, are faced with the same threat. If 
the revolutionary movements and countries of the region do not unite to counter 
jointly the concerted plot of the American imperialism end its regional henchmen, 
they will no doubt suffer serious setbacks. 


Therefore, the recent suggestion by Babrak Karmal, the leader of Afghanistan, 
calling on Iran and Pakistan for the nth time to negotiate about normalization 
of their relations with Afghanistan, assumes high significance.

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STRICT CONTROL ON FOREIGN EXCHANGES SENT TO STUDENTS ABROAD 
Tehran JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in Persian 7 Apr 81 p 4 


[Text] These days one special social class is battling with the problem of 
sending foreign exchange to students abroad. At the present time we have between 
150,000 and 200,000 students abroad, who yearly allocate to themselves 15 to 

17 percent of the foreign exchange sent out of the country. Although this figure 
appears insignificant in comparison with the export of foreign exchange for 
business, this must not prevent exact examination and control of the level of 
foreign exchange sent and of those receiving it. By consulting the Student 
Affaire Organization, one can obtain a thorough notion of those students studying 
abroad who have come to get permission to send foreign exchange, as well as 
families who have come to send exchange to their children. One can also gain a 
notion of these families’ way of thinking. One rarely encounters but a small 
percentage of them who belong to the middle class and whose children are really 
continuing their study. Most of them are from the well-to-do class, who profited 
in the past from the Idol's unrestrained freedoms, and have now fallen on hard 
times as far as their low animal appetites are concerned. In the past they sent 
this nation's wealth abroad, without any restrictions whatsoever, for their 
children's so-called study. Any time they wished to live it up at the side of 
their children, they got permission to export currency without any criterion. 

But today, now that they confront the unpraiseworthy severity of officials, and 
are compelled to stand in line due to the need for an exact examination of their 
files, they spare no insult to the honest, revolutionary officials. They 
consider all this hardship! to be due to the clergy and the imam. As one so- 
called student claimed, “during the Shah's time we were really free, and we went 
to any country we wanted without getting a visa. But these mullahs have taken 
away real freedom from us!" 





Yes, this is the manner of thinking of a large number of those supposedly 
“occupied gaining knowledge or a specialty abroad." While commending the efforts 
of the revolutionary officials of the Stndent Affairs Organization, we ask them 
to prevent the waste of this deprived nation's wealth by greater precision and 
control and more exact determination of the level of currency sent. 


In order to find out the circumstances of the case, we visited the Student 
Affairs Organization. We now take you there with us. 
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One group wae unrele..tingly questioning the building's information desk, and the 
three employees there were continuously busy anawering questions. On the next 
floor we ale#o met 4 large crowd; long queves were standing in front of rooms. 
Here {¢ was noticeable that most of these people were from a special class of 
our goclety, people who perhaps had never atood in such queues during the long 
reign of the Idol. From their point of view, a queue to send an insignificant 
sum of cucracy was truly surprising. Here men and women, side by side and in 
common lines, were waiting their cunr to enter rooma, take their dependent's 
file and transfer a sum of this deprived country's foreign exchange to another 
country. We were rarely able to find faces of working-class persons among them; 
almost all of them were from the well-to-do stratum of society. They used every 
opportunity for conversation, dispute and controversy, and inaulted the government 
and revolutionary institutions. Practically all were annoyed by the new 
regulations for sending student foreign exchange. One woman with a special air 
said: "What ie the season for all this fuss and ceremony over a few dollars?!" 


We went up the staircase to the seventh floor, where another one of the building's 
lines began. Over the entrance to thie room it had been written in large letters: 
"While our calented are being martyred on the war front, we will not permit even 
one rial of this country's foreign exchange to be spent for the untalented 
abroad." We entered the room accompanied by the chief of the Student Affairs 
Organization. The room did not really have the capacity for such a crowd. All 
had come to complete a foreign exchange file, and all wanted to finish the work 

as quickly as possible. Here the conversation of officials with the applicants 
had a special quality, because it rarely happened that the applicants spoke 
individually. 


We inspected practically all the rooms accompanied by the chief of the organi- 
zation. In all of them one thing was common: “much work." Particularly in those 
sections dealing with files, even more activity was noticeable. We inquired as 

to the reason for all the crowding and haste. The chief of the Student Affairs 
Organization explained: "In the past there was no control whatsoever over the 
files of students abroad, and students had been able to sent foreign exchange 

out of the country under various pretexts. However, with the programs that we 

put into effect some time ago, we have been able to uncover a portion of the 
abuses that existed in connection with the sending of exchange to students, ° 
prevent the unsystematic export of exchange in this form." He explained: "After 
the occupation of the U.S. spy nest in Tehran and the problem of the economic 
boycott, the government's policy with respect to the contro] of foreign exchange 
became a bit stricter. In the wake of this problem, we began to distribute 
questionaires among students abroad. After several months, we subjected the 
returned questionaires to study, and came across some interesting matters in 

theee papers. As an example, a number of retired office workers from the previous 
regime hae now become students in foreign countries, particularly the United 
States, and have requested student exchange be sent to them. Among them we have 
found persons who are over 60 years old, and have newly entered a pre-university 
course of study.  e have encountered professors who have diplomas and specialties 
urgently needed by our present society (meaning we have hundreds of thousands 

> Weresas wounded in the imposed war during the revolutionary period), who 

were employed in foreign countries, registered for pre-college terms, and requested 
student exchange. There are many difficulties of this sort. With regard to 
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these applicanta, they are mostly persona wanting to send currency to their 
dependents, of course as students. According to current law and regulations, we 
issue permission to them to send exchange after investigation and completion 

of the file. But there is another group of applicants who wish to obtain export 
permission .om this organization. They are often suspicious individuals who 
create the greatest problems for us. We deal with a number of these persons 
everyday. Another group asks to send more currency, which is impossible from 
our point of view. For example, a person claimed that he had sent $1,000 every 
year as a New Year's present to his child, and that he expects to do the same 
thing this year. We have problems of this sort." We asked the chief of the 
Student Affaire Organization concerning the organization's personnel cadre. 

He answered: 'The employees here examine received documents and then complete 
the paperwork with the maximum concern and self-eacrifice. Sometimes they even 
work overtime, and for my part I am extremely thankful and grateful to them, 

Of course we must be reminded that a number of students also generaously 
cooperate with us in this big taek, and [ am aleo very grateful to them." 

He continued his remarks, adding: "We hope that through greater effort we will 
be able to offer more and better service during the new year. In conclusion, 

it is necessary to mention that the regulations for sending foreign exchange 

to etudents for the year 1360 [21 March 1981-20 March 1982) have not yet gone 
into effect. We hope that we will be able to put them into effect by the end 

of Farvardin [20 April 1981]. 
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UNIVERSITIES TO REOPEN NEXT ACADEMIC YEAR 
Tehran ENQELAB-E ESLAMI in Persian 16 Apr 81 p 8 


[Text] NEWS GROUP: Dr ‘Ald Shari'atmadari, spokesman for the Scaff of the 
Cultural Revolution, announced in an interview the manner in which the universities 
are tobe reopened and the new conditions for student admission for the next 
academic year. In this interview the spokesman of the Staff of the Cultural 
Revolution emphasized that activity in the fields of medicine, technical training 
and agriculture possess special priority. 


Dr Shari'atmadari furthermore announced in this interview that, according to 
plans prepared by the Staff of the Cultural Revolution, a portion of the 
universities’ educational facilities will be appropriated for teacher training 
in 15 fields of study. 


Dr ‘Ali Shari'atmadari, asked which fields would begin work during the next 
academic year, answered: "“Tte fields of medicine, technical studies and agri- 
culture hae special priority because our society needs experts in the above 
fields. Our efforts are therefore concentrated on inaugurating these fields 
sooner, and acting to train experts in various branches of medicine, agriculture 
and technical studies." Dr Shari'atmadari, asked what was in order for those 
fields which will remain closed, said: "I must state that a portion of university 
educationa’ facilities will be allocated to teacher training. Therefore in 

the area of teacher training we will probably use from 10 to 15 scientific fields, 
such as physics, chemistry, biology, mathematics, history, geography, foreign 
languages and other related fields. This means that students interested in 
teaching and wanting to enter this profession will choose a field needed by the 
ministry of education, enter university and become trained as teachers. Thus 
the fields officially active from the beginning of the next academic year will 
not be limited to medicine, technical studies and agriculture. But in fields 
other than those three, activity in the firs stage will be more concentrated 

on training teachers." Shari'atmadari, concerning terms of admission of new 
students for next academic year, said: "In the past the "Konkur" examination 
was used, so that a student having a higher score had a preferential choice, 

and could study in fields that were of interest to him. However, now we will 
take action so that a distribution of students will take place on the basis of 
the population in all the country's provinces. We want to choose a student for 
a needed field from the very area where the need exists, or from areas near it. 
Our goal is to enable the students to work in the very saue area during their 
course of study and after graduation. At the same time, the path of higher 
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education muat be open to persons \aving the necessary ability, and groupe who 

were unable to etudy in private schools muat be giver the chance to enter university, 
It they need preparation, they can get it in college preparatory courses. Thue, 
composing standards is not as easy as it wae in the past. However, there ta 4 

ataff committee responsible for composing standards for etucent selection. 

Progress has been made in this area and plans have reached che staff. We hope 

that these plans will be completed so that we can inform the public of the 
particulars through the media." 


Dr Shart'acmadari then emphasized: "The criteria for student admiaston will not 
be as they were before. Studies are being made of thie matter, and when they 
have been completed, thepublic will be informed of the qualifications." Dr 
Shart'atmadari, concerning what decision had been adopted concerning students 

in the midet of their studies, said: “They can be divided into several groups." 


"With the help of fiiends we have collected figures on the group that is in 

its last year of study. Some of them have only a few credits remaining, and we 
are resolved to define the requisites for those having about half a year remaining 
until graduation separately from other students. Studies have also been carried 
out in this area, and plane have been prepared on their basis." Shari'atmadari 
added: "At the same time there are students in their second or third year, who 

in most cases must complete their past program. However, ther are some among 
them who can probably coordinate their status with the new programs. Staff 
committees have been formed and plans composed to clarify the requirements for 
this groupof students. But these committees have not completed their work and 

the plans have not reached their final stage. We are hopeful that a final plan 
will be prepared very soon so that we can inform the public of the particulars 

and thus clarify the status of current university students." Dr Shari'atmadari, 
concerning the formation of gradvate programs, explained: "This issue basically 
has a special philosophy. In a graduate course a student must perform research. 
This means that in a bachelors program a student must become acquainted with 

the research of others in a specific field, and in short, become conversant 

with that field. Then in a graduate program he can personally carry out research, 
or at least make research preliminaries."

ARTICLE DENOUNCES ATTEMPTS TO ARABLZE LRANIAN CULTURE

|[Text) it ie @ truiem that if the culture of a society is perverted, that society 
is undermined from within. 


The most harmful pestilence that mothballe the identity of a society is the pene- 
tration of foreign cultural elements. 


The Western-ortented quasi-intelligenteia, in order to mummify our national culture, 
tried to inculcate on the society the notion that advancement should be sought 

in loss of identity. Whereas historical lessons show that in a society which has 
become alien with iteelf, one can never expect the realization of a national 
viability and cohesion. 


The nation who strives for attainment of national cohesion and vitality and is 
going through the process of self-reconstruction, must unhesitatingly identify 411 
the factors of ite internal decay and tackle the removal of the alien elements 
from within its cultural context. 


In Iran's long history, the national culture has time and again headed off the 
inroads of foreign cultures, at times assimilating only the valuable elements 
thereof without unbalancing ite own stasis. 


With the invasion of colonitaliem and the domination of the Western countries 

over iran, particularly during the reign of the Pahlavis, elements of foreign 
cultures pervaded Iran and extensively damaged the national cohesion and viability 
of iran. If the status quo persisted and if in an upsurge of reawakening, the 
people of iran had not attempted their glorious revolution, all the vestiges of 
national life would continue their rapid decline towards distortion and destruction. 


Special importance was attached to superficial aspects of Western cultures in some 
educational institutions. Particularly when it came to the teaching of foreign 
languages, the attitude adopted would give the impression that they were to replace 
our national language. Even Iran's history and literature were taught in 

foreign languages. Things went so far that presentations in commemorati-ao of 
Mowlavi, the celebrated Iranian thinker, philospher, and poet, were made in English-- 
by lranian speakers’ 











That infernal polity hurtled down the hill of alienating the people from their 
culture eo fast that it plunged onto rough ground and finally landed in its own 
graveyard, 


The previous regime which had sold iteelf out was destroyed by the Iranians for 

the altogether anti-national behavior which made for increased dependence of 

the lranian society. in this process, the lranians accepted the price of martyrdom 
and the burning and destruction of their country but they were rewarded by commit~ 
ting the leaders of the previous regime to everlasting ignominy, with their eyes 
swiuming in tears. 


After the victory of the revolution, and after the establishment of the lLelamic 
Republic of Lran, every Iranian believed that national independence would be 
safeguarced in all ite dimensions without being dented. They believed that their 
bloodied country would never again become the arena of promotion and propagation 
of any culture but their own national one. They believed that senophilia, in any 
form and under whatever pretext, had veen tossed into the trash dump of history. 
The closure of multinational institutions and foreign-established schools, regard- 
lees of their value as centers of technical and scientific instruction, were 
welcomed as a form of the realization of national aspirations and as a sign of the 
perpetuation of the process of self-indentification. 


Although the infiltration of the vestiges of the Arab culture into the mass media 
programs, and particularly the effort to familiarize the children and pupils 

with and to accustom them to that culture sounded the alarm, but it was never 
suspected that those who were involved in this process could be so errant as to 
present this “alien” culture as "kin". 


No doubt a differentiation has to be made between the sublime Islamic values-- 
that have comingled with the Iranian culture to an inseparable degree--and the 
Arab culture. These two are unmistakably different. 


The announcement a few days ago by the "People's Office of the Popular Socialist 
Arab Republics in Tehran" to the effect that “it intends to open the Libyan 

Arab School in Tehran as from the 1980-81 scholastic year" in which the "“curriculae 
adopted by the countries adhering to the Tripoli Charter and used in the Libyan 
Republics, including the three-stage primary, middle and high school system" will 
be taught showed that the lelamic Republic regime is unfortunately being driven 

in the direction which leads to a new form of surrender of the Iranian culture; 
this would confront the children of this country with a new wave of threats 

to their “national life’ instead of their achieving an increased self-identity, 

in all its specifics, under a new regime. 


Has the Ministry of Education learned what the “Tripoli Charter” is? What its 
“eurriculae” are? How can a country that has based its history on the Gregorian 
Calendar claim a wealth of Islamic teachings? How and why has such a country 
been permitted to have the audacity to presume to acquaint the Lranian youths 
with its decrepit culture? 


Let this be entered as a caveat to oll the children of this country who stand 
firm on their Iranian identity and Islamic beliefs not to allow Arab infatuation 
replace Western orientation. 














The invasion of 4a foreign culture, irrespective of its heritage and vitality, and 
regardless of any justification advanced by ite proponents, would be 4 big blow 
to our national entity. We must stand firm againet it with full unity and force, 


These desert-dwelling upetarte and their supporters are to be warned that enmity 
with the lrantan culture will bring @ fate no different than that experienced by 


those before them, one witnessed and heard by us ail! 
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ABOLISHMENT OF STATE FARMS DENTED--Revolution Command Council member and First

Article trom Petra: "The Text of King Husayn's Lecture at the British 
Military Academy: ‘No Peace and No Stability in the Gulf and the Middle 
East without the Backing and the Will of the Nations of the Area and a 
Comprehensive and Just Settlement of the Question of Palestine’ ") 


Text His Royal Highness King Husayn affirmed that the road to peace 
and stability in the Gulf and the Middle East can only be achieved through 
the backing, the cooperation and the will of the peopie of the area. 


His highness said that this can be realized by reaching a just and com- 
prehensive settlement to the question of Palestine. 


These statements were made in a lecture the king delivered at the British 
Military Academy yesterday evening. 


The full text of the lecture follows. 
Presenting the Arab Point of View 


There is no doubt that foreign military presence [that exists) without 
the approval and against the will of the Arab countries leads to a mili- 
tary or a political disaster. 


No viable notion of defense in the area (the Gulf) can be found without 
Arab cooperation and backing. Arab support may be realized if a final solu- 
tion is achieved for the question of Palestine, which is the basic ques- 
tion in the area’, and if the Palestinian people regain their rights. 


Gent lemen: 


deeply appreciate your generous invitation to me to share with you my 
ideas and the modest experience I've had these days in the area of 
security questions in the Far and Middle East. 1 would like to indicate 
here that not much has changed as we witness the increasing polarization 
ol today's world. This has been the case ever since Kipling made his well- 
known statement: 
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"There is neither Bast nor Weaet, Border, nor Breed, 
nor Birth, 

When two strong men stand face to face, though they 
come from the ends of the Earth!" 


1. In view of (its strategic location on the crossroads of the world, 

the Middle Bact in general and the Arab world in particular have always 
been the subject of research and inquiry, especially on the parc of 
defense experts, historians, politicians and writers in the west. | feel 
that despite the fact thac many articles have been written, the Arab point 
of view has not been adequately presented. The inevitable result of that 
has been the fact that the de facto political view has prevailed over 

the Arab political view. 





Historical, Political and Psychological Factors 


2. Therefore, before | present my opinions and ideas about the present 
western notion of defense questions that are confronting the Middle East, 
Il think I will explain briefly the historical, political and psychological 
factors that have controlled Arabic thought from the mid 19th century till 
the early thirties of this century. 


3}. Since sound military planning is necessarily based on these factors, 
the authors of the defense strategy who are ignoring these principal 
elements, especially with regard to the Arab world, will inevitably plant 
the seeds of military and political disaster. 


The Arab Awakening 


4. The first action of the Arab awakening after 400 years of Ottoman rule 
found expression in the literary clubs that were organized by intel- 
lectuals in Beirut and Damascus. It was the fact that young Turks, suppor- 
ters of the (Turan) Movement, took over power in 1908 that led to the 
creation of the secret societies which were organized by Arab nationa- 
lists. Examples of these societies are al-'Ahd Society, which was formed 
by Arab officers, and al-Fatah [the young woman], which was formed by Arab 
nationalists. 


5. In 1915 by collaborating and joining closely with my great grindfather, 
al-Sharif Husayn ibn ‘Ali, and as a resuit of the outbreak of World War 

Il, the secret societies in Damascus drew up a charter or a protocol that 
defined quite clearly the Arabs' conditions for joining Britain and France 
in the war against the Ottoman Empire. 


The essence of the Damascus Pact was that the independence of the Arabs 
would be proclaimed after the defeat of the Turks. 


The Anglo-French Betrayal 


6. What happened after the truce with Turkey was declared is well-known 
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and need not be reiterated. Suffice it to say that under the guise otf 
the 1916 Sykes-Picot Agreement, the 1917 Balfour Declaration, the 1918 
proclamation by seven countries and the 1920 treaty of San Remo, the 
Arabs' right co independence was denied, 


). The Arabs cightly and immediately rejected the imposition of the 
British and French mandates even though the mandate system had been 
approved by the League of Nations. Besides, the imposition of the mandate 
had been a blatant and an unjustified violation of the Damascus Protocol. 
lt is known that the Arabs did not consider themselves a deteated people 
and that they had not embarked upon a war of Liberation to replace the 
Turkish masters with Anglo-French masters. 


Alcer World War I 


8. The imposition of the mandate to serve the imperialist and economic 
Anglo-American interests<-in the oil fields, in the Gulf of al=-Rasrah, 
e'c.=-=-was met with political and also military opposition from all the 
Arab states. This was possible then, and as a result, the following events 
occurred: 


A. There were revolutions in Palestine from 1920 to 1948. 
B. Syria resisted the French from 1920 to 1925 and from 1945 to 1946. 


C. In 1920 Iraqi nation .ts re sted the British occupation. In the 
course of that resistance 10,000 l.aqis and more than 400 British and 
Indian (soldiers! lost their lives. 


World War Il: the Post-War Period 


9. During World War Li the Arabs' support for the allies was not enthusi- 
astic. It varied from the Egyptian inert non-cooperation and the revolu- 
tion of Rashid ‘Ali in Iraq in June 1941. Lraqi nationalists opposed the 
presence of British air bases in al-Habbaniyah and al-Shu'aybah, and they 
turned to the axis countries for help. 


10. im the post-war period more than 100,000 British soldiers were unable 
to preserve the peace in Palestine during the years 1947 and 1948. 


ll. in Egypt the Egyptians resisted the British military presence in the 
area of the Suez Canal. The British withdrawal in the early fifties was 
the only sensible action that had to be undertaken. The Anglo-French 
ittack on Egypt with the collusion of the Israelis ended in failure, pro- 
viding President Jamal ‘Abd-al-Nasir with tremendous psychological sup- 
port. After the events of Suez Britian and France were no longer viewed as 
superpowers by Arabs and Asians. 


The Arab-Israeli War between 1947 and 1973 


ic. The four Arab-Israeli wars, in addition to the war of attrition of 





1968-1970, which were tought on the Suez Canal and Jordan Valley fronts, 
solved nothing. The area came no closer to peace than it was in 1948, 


The Baghdad Pact 


13. The strong Arab rejection of the Baghdad Pact in the mid fifties was 
more emotional and psychological than practical. However, the non-Arab 
Islamic states--Turkey, Lran and Pakistan--considered themselves no less 
patriotic than the Arab countries. They thought that Jordan's acceptance 
of economic and military Anglo-American aid meant a 50 percent increase 
in the operational power of the Jordanian armed forces. Since the 
Jordanian armed forces |are stationed] on the West Bank along the Longest 
borders with the Israeli army, this additional military aid was something 
that should have been more than welcomed. However, the political and 
psychological condition in the area did not permit rational thinking. The 
mere thought of a public return of a» Anglo-American military presence or 
a return of such a presence in some other form was considered by the Arabs 
to be abominable and hateful. 


14. The presence of the British military delegation in Jordan did not 

help existing conditions [despite che fact that) it was known that the 
delegation was preoccupied with planning to contront the presumed Soviet 
threat to the Middle East and the Suez Canal more than it was concerned 
about defending the West Bank against Israeli aggression. It was this that 
led me to decide to abrogate the 1948 Anglo-Jordanian Defense Treaty. 
There was also a deep-seated psychological reaction among our people to 
the British military presence in Jordan. 


15. The rejection of foreign forces was not confined to the forces of 
western countries, but it was rather extended to resisting the Egyptian 
invasion of Yemen in the sixties. That rejection was psychological. It was 
also extended to the termination by President al-Sadat of the Soviet mili- 
tary presence in Egypt. in the autumn of 1973, even tough the Soviet 
Union had fully supported Egypt since the mid fifties. 


Lessons and Precepts 


16. Among the numerous lessons and precepts that must be recognized with 
regard to the foreign military presence in the Middle East there is one 
obvious lesson. This is that a foreign military presence (which comes into 
the area, without the approval of the Arab countries and against the will 
of their people will undoubtedly lead to military or political disaster, 
whether this presence is Anglo-French in Suez, Egyptian in Yemen, lLranian 
in the Gulf or assumes the form of a Soviet advisory team. 


17. The gist of this with regard to the Middle East is that regardless 

of the form and nature of the strategic defense posture, the consent and 
the approval of a state or a group of states is essential. Also a presence 
that is imposed by force will most certainly lead to a critical situation 
that will have numerous undesirable effects in the area. 
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The Milltacy Aspects of Defending che Gulf Area 


18. At a time when the interest of the west in defending the oil fields 
in the Gulf area is understandable, a viable defense notion in the area 
cannot be found without Arab cooperation and support. Arab support can be 
realized if a tinal solution to the question of Palestine is achieved and 
if the Palestinian people regain their rights. 


19, Despite Arab disputes, it is important to bear in mind that the Arab 
and Lslamic worlds are in agreement on their position against Israel and 
that there was unanimity about this matter at the two Arab summit con- 
ferences in Baghdad in 1978 and in Amman in 1980. [It is also important to 
bear in mind) that the Arab consensus on Palestine was reinforced by the 
islamic summit in al-Ta'if’ in 1981. Thus, the "option" that is available 
now is in fact an Arab and an Islamic option. 


20. lt @ superpower or a group of nations were to try to challenge Arab 
and islamic public opinion against the will of the people and to impose 
a political and military presence in the area, this matter will be self- 
defeating and may lead to a crucial battle. 


The U.S. Notion 


2\. As far as the U.S. position is concerned, it seems that a strategic 
policy is being formed which considers the Soviet threat to the Gulf one 

of its urgent priorities, more so than a peaceful settlement of the Arab- 
israeli dispute over Palestine. A spokesman for the U.S. State Department 
had declared, "The dangers in the Middle East must not only be seen from 
the perspective of the Arab-Israeli dispute, but they must also be seen 
from that of the proximity of the vital oil pipelines to the Soviet Union." 


In accordance with this understanding a strong and a sympathetic Israel 
can consider itself to be working on behalf of the United States and can 
view itself as the policeman in the Middle East. 


22. Whether Israel is used as a center for launching the U.S. rapid deploy- 
ment force, or whether U.S. defense leaders suggest that the Israeli army 
be used in an adventure in the Gulf, a great deal of intelligence is not 
required to recognize the psychological effect a joint Israeli military 
presence in the Gulf would have. 


The European Point of View 


23. The European opinion insists on the necessity of solving the 
Palestinian problem first before asking for Arab aid to defend the Gulf 
area. 


24. The editorial that appeared in THE FINANCIAL TIMES on 9 March 1981 
may be the best expression of the deep difference of opinion that exists 
between the United States and the European community on defending the 
Middle East. The newspaper stated [the following): 
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"le is silly for Burepe and the United States to talk about ways for 
cooperation in the Middle East war if the two sides cannot cooperate in 
an effort to achieve a negotiated peace." 


25. The proposed plan of the European community was arbitrarily rejected 
by Menahem Begin, the prime minister of Israel. He considered it to be 
a freseription” for the ultimate destruction of Israel. 


26. To put it briefly, if the U.S. position considers the Soviet threat to 
be the administration's major topic of interest and the Arab-Israeli 
dispute to be a lateral matter, this situation is considered to be a 
dangerous and a futile adventure and experiment. 


2’. We must emphasize here that the exchange of views between the United 
States and the Furopean community around these matters is vital Cor peace 
and stability in the Middle Fast. 


28. From the information that is available it seems chat the United 
States' defense plans revolve around the following: 


A. Forming a mobile air force of 100,000 men whose command would be in 
Florida. This force would be under the command of the Atlantic Strategic 
Command of Gen Bernard Rogers. 

B. This force is supposed to coordinate its actions with the U.S. naval 
strike force that is stationed in the Indian Ocean and the Gulf. The naval 
base in Diego Garcia was developed for that purpose. 


C. It seems thot the United States intends to take mutual defense measures 
for the purpose of having the capability to use the facilities at: 


1. The Indian Ocean--the British station in Diego Garcia. 
2. Oman: the island of Masirah and the al-Sayb Airport. 
3. Kenya: Mombasa. 

4. Somalia: Berbera. 


5. The United States is trying to expand some bases in Europe and in the 
Azores islands to reinforce the positions in the Gulf. 


29. These bases are in addition to the launching areas that were offered 
by Israel and Egypt. 


Soviet Presence 


30. The U.S. presence in East Africa and in the Middle East is countered 
by the Soviet presence in Fthiopia, South Yemen and Afghanistan as well as 
the signing of the mutual defense treaty with Syria. This treaty was made 
after the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan which, according to Soviet 
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arguments, took place in accordance with a similar treaty. There is a 
Large number of modern Soviet weapons in the countries of the area. This 
matter is raising increasing questions about the circumstances and the 
identities of those who will use the weapons in the future. 


‘i. Bue it is che Soviet presence in the Red Sea, in the south of the 
Arabian Peninsula and in Afghanistan that is causing defense planners 
to lose sleep. lt is known that the port of Bandar ‘Abbas is 450 land 
miles away from the city of Zahidan on the Lranian-Pakistani-Afghan 
borders. 


j2. With regard to the strategic and tactical thinking about the deploy- 
ment of the rapid force, more questions are being raised, but these ques- 
tions are going unanswered. For example: 


A. le the rapid deployment force suitable for countering a Soviet land 
attack to forestall any U.S. counteraction in the Gulf? 


B. What will be the reactions of the countries that are invaded regarding 
their forcible occupation by U.S. or Soviet forces? 


C. Will the Soviet Union permit the existence of another Afghanistan in 
[ran, in Iraq or in any one of these two countries? Can the rapid deploy- 
ment force actually be deployed? Will it be able to stand fast and to 
defend the oil fields despite the presence of a hostile population of 
Arabs and Muslims? 


D. What will happen after the rapid deployment? Will this force remain 
in the Gulf indefinitely? 


E. What will be the political effects inside the country that approves 
the U.S. request for a permanent base without settling the Palestinian 
problem? It is known that there are thousands of foreigners working and 
living in the Gulf and that the people constitute the support for 
stability. 


33. These and many other questions must be answered before a decision 
can be made on the deployment of a force in the Guif, whether that force 
be American, European or Soviet. 


34. Since you are the commanders and the staff officers of the future, 
you may take part in any future dispute in the Middle East. It would be 
beneficial for you to think carefully about the historical and political 
factors, and perhaps more importantly, the psychological factors that 
dominated the Arab world throughout its stormy history. [It would also be 
beneficial to think) especially about the Arab psychology with regard to 
national pride, self-respect and Arab nationalism since the Arab war of 
Liberation in the years 1916-1918. 








The Summary 


35. While the interest which the United States, Europe and the Soviet 
Union have in defending the vital ofl fields in the Gulf is understandable 
and justifiable, the keenness of this interest may be reduced in my 
opinion by adopting the following: 


A. Having the superpowers declare the Gulf a neutral zone and guaranteeing 
non-intervention. It is in the interest of these countries to do 80; 
otherwise, a clash is almost inevitable. 


B. Leaving the matter of defending the Gulf to the countries of the area. 
Although the fact that the Palestinian question remains unsolved is preven- 
ting us from assuming our position as constructive members in the tamily 
of free nations--a position for which we are naturally qualified by our 
national, historical and spiritual heritage--we are quite concerned about 
the polarization operations that may mean the loss of our freedom and our 
national identity for generations to come. There is nothing to worry about 
more, as others also most certainly do, than the continuing argument over 
the Arabs that have traditional friendships with the west and whether or 
not they accept the existence of an israel that is superior to them in its 
military equipment. Meanwhile, eyes are closed to the factual reality of 
the Soviet Union's agents who constitute a threat to the Arab identity and 
the Arab future and who have large and unlimited amounts of advanced and 
modern weapons. It were as though Arab nationalists will have to perish 
between Zionism and communism. 


C. The Gulf states in turn are to guarantee an uninterrupted supply of 
oil to their customers. Saudi Arabia and the Gulf states raised their oil 
production to cover the shortage in oil supplies to the west of lLraqi- 
l[ranian oil because of the war in the Gulf. 


D. To avoid any possibility of an oil boycott or of using oil as a strate- 
gic or an economic weapon, the superpowers, especially the United States, 
have to devote their efforts to achieve an immediate and an honorable 
solution to the question of Palestine. Since the United States represents 
the moral force of the western and democratic world, it cannot adopt two 
sets of principles for the same moral problem. 


F. Since the world in which we are living is not an imaginary world, the 
Gulf states must be encouraged to ask for assistance from a superpower 

or an intermediate power if their independence or their natural entity is 
threatened. The superpowers are being asked to assume a practical and 

a seemly position resembling the course that was adopted in the political 
agreement in Zimbabwe. The time for beating the drums of war and resorting 
to the diplomacy of fleecs is gone forever. 


37. sic|. Thus the history of the Arab world since the 19th century indi- 


cates quite clearly that no foreign country, no matter how strong it 
becomes, can impose its will on an area against the wishes of its people. 
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‘6. The road to peace and stability in the Gulf and accordingly in the 
Middle East may only be achteved through the support, the cooperation 
and the will of the people of the area. But how can thie be achieved’ 


This can be achieved by reaching a just and comprehensive settlement to 
the question of Palestine. The Paleatinians have suffered enovgh for no 
reason other than that they were born Palestinians.

EASING OF TRAVEL RESTRICTLUNS~-Amman--Yesterday afternoon, the special committee 
on workers’ travel among Arab countries concluded its meetings held at the offices 
of the general secretary of the United Arab Economic Council. The meetings began 
the previous day in the morning. The committee made several recommendations, 
among them one that recognizes that the population increase in the Arab world 
could impede economic and social growth if it does not properly assimilate economic 
development and subsequently tie in with it to help contain a population explosion. 
The committee also asked that the decision of the United Arab Economic Council 
concerning the principal of economic equilibrium and its adoption in regional de- 
velopmental planning be confirmed and that importance be given to rural development 
to promote the growth of living standards for indiv.duale and check rural migraticn, 
ereate new jobe and bring about stability in rural areas. The committee also re- 
commended a scheme for Arab technical plans to foster a proper climate for nur- 
turing Arab expertise and amassing those Arab skills that exist elsewhere. The 
committee's recommendations also contained condemnation of Israeli policies in 
establishing settlements in occupied Arab territories that aim at uprooting Arabs 
from those regione by all means. It also asked that Arab countries support thos. 
epecial treaties that concern the transit of Arab workers and grant Arabs the right 
to travel and reside in Arab countries according to provisions for easing all re- 
etrictions that hinder the exercise of their rights and for giving preferential 
treatment to Arab workers. The committee also recommended that furt‘er careful 
study be given to the role of the Arab woman to increase her participation in 
society and in the field of economics.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT BANK LOANS--Amman--The board of directors of the Industrial 
Development Bank has agreed to grant six loans in the principal amount of 572,000 
dinars to cover the cost of constructing two new factories, one to manufacture 
industriai and medical gasses; to construct a first-class tourist hotel in Amman; 
to finance expansion costs at three factories-- one a variety cookie factory, one 
manufacturing agricultural plastic packaging and agricultural overlays, laterals 
and spouts for drip irrigation and plastic net bags to package vegetables and 
fruits, and the third a blacksmith and machine tool factory; and to finance the 
purchase of raw materials for still another factory. During the first production 
year, these projects will add a total of 821,720 dinars to the gross national in- 
come and will provide 56 new job opportunities. With chese projects, the number of 
loans the bank has granted since the beginning of the year rises to 12 totaling 
1,452,000 dinars; 9 of these loans totaled 1,122,000 dinars to finance fixed 
tangible assets and 3 totaled 330,000 dinars to finance the purchase of raw materi- 
als. During the first quarter of this year, the bank also contributed 85,000 
dinars toward the capital of an industrial company and has contributed an initial 
amount of 400,000 dinars toward construction of a glass factory and a smelt ing 
factory.

‘\Lxcerpte] Kuwait, 10 May (KUNA)==Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi today began 
her talke with Kuwaiti leaders with Kuwaiti Amir Shaykh Jabir al-Ahmad al-Sabah. 


Meanwhile, Kuwait has announced the granting of a new loan to India amounting to 
16 million Kuwaiti dinars, equivalent to $59 million. 


‘he loan agreement was signed only a short while before Mre Gandhi's meeting with 
Shaykh Jabir. Mre Gandhi also met with heir apparent and Prime Minister Shaykh 
Sa'd al-'Abdallah al-Sabah and held official talks with him which are believed to 
have centered on bilateral cooperation and ways of bolstering it. Also discussed 
were political issues of common interest to both countries including security in 
the Gulf and the Indian Ocean, the Arab-Israel conflict, the Palestine question and 
the Iran-Iraq war. 


The loan was granted by the Kuwaiti Fund for Arab Economic Development which has 
already granted two loans to India amounting together to 24.4 million dinars or 
92 million. 


The new loan, which will be used to finance a project for the generation of 
electricity in the state of Uttar Pradesh, is repayable over a period of 25 years 
after a 5-year grace. It carries an interest of 4 percent. 


Mre Gandhi will leave for the UAE tomorrow on a similar visit.

As 
for the models, the order specitied: "lOO American-type 4x4 Jeeps with 
L06=-mm recoillessritles (25AN); 5,000 rounds for 106<-mm cannon; 50 
Sterling rifles with silencers, telescopes, and 4 clips each, along with 
25,000 rounds; 50 Sterling machine pistols with silencers, 4 clips 
each, and 5,000 rounds; 50 pistols with silencers, 2 clips and 20,000 
rounds.” 


\ll these weapons, once bought, were delivered to the dump at Hadara 

il Khadhra (formerly the US air base at Wheelus F.eld) for distribu- 
'ion to terrorists undergoing training in special camps. These are the 
terrorists with whom Oadhdhafi claims to have nothing to do, although he 
admits being the prime armorer to the Palestinian groups, the Irish IRA, 
ind 618 Foreign Legion, which, for the first time, officially went into 
ction in the conquest of Chad.

Meanwhile, with the help of Soviet "military advisers" (the HERALD 
TRIBUNE reported that there are now §,000 Seviet, Cuban, East German, 
and North Korean “advisers” in Libya, and that arms provided by the 
USSR are worth an estimated $12 billion) «= Tripoli is well on ites 
way to becoming the base for the future African Liberation Army. 

That foree, made up of Libyan, Pakistani, and Cuban troops, already 
numbers over §,000 men. Its commander is Chadian Assil Ahmed. The 
mercenaries are recruited in Chad, in the Sudan, in Niger, in Senegal, 
and in bLurope. 


The mission of this army is to intervene in Africa, almost invariably 
to pave the way for Seviet penetration under the pretext of rushing 
to the support of local revolutionary and military coups. The grand 
Libyan plan to create an Islamic Confederation that would include Se- 
negal, Mali, and Niger could very soon become a reality, now that Li- 
bya in December 1950, got its way in Chad. 





Qadhdhafi's International Brigades are officered by Palestinians belong- 
ing to Abu Nidal's faction. In their training camps, the recruite 
learn to handle automatic weapons, explosives, and shoulder-carried 
SAM-7 missiles. 


ladhdhafi'e “Legionnaires” are housed in barracks or billeted in houses. 
Each month they are paid the equivalent of 2,500 French francs doled 
out by officers of the Moukharabat -- the Libyan secret service. One 
of the training centers is at Bab Aziz, only 26 kilometers outside 
Tripoli: there, in November 1950, there were 127 Buropeans getting 
training from Libyan and Cuban officers. 


The core organization of the International Brigades has its headquar- 
ters in Tripoli in the People's Palace, the sign on its door marked 
"Arab Placement Office." Heading the office is a Soviet<trained Li- 
byan, one Ramadan Abdallah, whose assistant is Captain Bashir Sha’ run. 


The Arab Liaison Office controls all international terrorists who, di- 

rectly or indirectly, get their orders from Libya, and it works closely 
with the Foreign Relations Office, headed by Capt Saif Oadhaf al-Damm, a 

familiar figure to western arms dealers. 


The Libyan secret services, too, have their own department for special 
action. It is called Maktab Tasdir al-Thawra, and is headed by one of 
Qadhdhafi's most faithful adherents, Ahmed Salem, who in turn works in 
close concert with Col Kharoub, from the Moukharabat (secret service. Ahmed 
Salem got his training from the KGS's Special Services, including the 
Sth Department (direct action) which trains Soviet experts in sabotage. 
The CIA people call it the “dirty deals department." 


Fifth Department officials are to be found in most of the major Soviet 
embassies, their assignment to pick out targets and recruit saboteurs. 








\o less « persenage than the famous "Carlos" got his start in this 
sth Department, under Col Viktor Mikhailovieh Chebrikov, to whom 
Libya these days is practically a second home, 


from Mareh to June 1L¥50 the Libyan seeret services set about systema- 
(ieally eradicating all opponents of Yadhdhali te be found in Burepe. 
hat ottensive claimed victims in Rome, in London, and in Paris. All! 
were murdered, while Jadhdhafi, in a speech delivered on 21 April at 
the Tripoli military academy, officially declared: "The only way for 
eriles to save themselves is to get in touch immediately with our em- 
bassies, and prepare to return to Libya." 


At the beginning of June 1950, the offensive was suspended following a 
move by Freneh counterintelligenee (SDECE), whieh sent one of its men 
to Tripoli to warn Capt Saif’ Qadhaf al-Damm, OQadhdhafi's cousin: if the 
hillinas continued, especially in France, there would assuredly be re=- 
prisala, 


On the other hand, a Crisis was brewing even then within the Libyan 
armed torees. It exploded on 1° August with a mutiny in Tobruk. The 
rising was put down in sanguinary style, with more than 400 killed. 


That mutiny had two immediate consequences: one was to spur the So- 
viets to redouble their efforts and to set up special units whose re- 
cruite, drawn from Qadhdhali's own tribe, are officered by Last Germans; 
the other was to push Vsedhdhallt inte deeper and deeperinvolwement in the 
fieht against Eeypt and Lebanon. According to Jean-Pierre Bloch, pre- 
sident of the International League Against Racism and Antisemitiam, 

the man behind the { October 1°50 attack on the synagogue in the Rue 
Copernic in Paris was Qadhdhafi himself. 


for that matter, the Libyan dictator's savage antisemitism common know- 
ieda@e: as early as 1977 it led him, among other excesses, to otfer 
finaneial support to the "Children of God" sect. The officially pro- 
tessed purpose of this sect is to bring together all young people into 
colonies, where they live in poverty on the basis of evangelical prin- 
ciples. By 1°80 the seet had converts in no fewer than 74 countries 

in the western world. Its leader, tormer pentacostal preacher Moise 
David, onee deseribed Vadhdhallt as "a poor Little Arab, who is success- 
lull, leading the revolution of the poor." 


im to February 1°70, Moise David wrote Oadhdhafi to thank him for "all 
vis kindnesses.” From the letter, it is clear that exchanges of mes- 
‘ues between the Libyan dictator and the leader of the "Children oft 
cod" are handled by the Libyan embassies. It has also been determined 
‘hat cult members are often invited to Libya, where they probabiy wind 

up as reeruits of the Soviet and East-German-controlled intelligence

‘ydbati’'s triendship is by no means confined to half the world's anti- 
emites. Just recently a delegation of Italian journalists «hepherded 
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ly attorney Miehele Papa, ""Gadhebafi's ambassador" in Sicily, and ine 
‘iudeon Maueivio Cestange (direeter of the daily L'OCCHIO and of the 
Kivvolt 'V news) went to Tripoli. The ostensible purpose of the trip 
was @ series of interviews and conferences with Qad'hafi and ranking 
figures in the Libyan government. However, according to reliable sour- 
ces queted by several Italian news services, the visit had a much more 
apecitic and venal purpose. Apparently it turned out to be a fishing 
expedition tor tinaneial backing for Rigzoli's interests. That unlovely 
interpretation gains added credibility from a string of recent "flirta- 
tions” by Counsellor Papa, who in the past has censured and even openly 
accused of striking some shady deals with his Libyan trienda (it was 
Papa, let's not forget, who set up the contact between Yadhdhali and 
hilly Carter, the brother of the former US president). 


It is worth noting that the mission in which Maurizio Costanso was in- 
cluded was preceeded by a tew days by the departure of a Sicilian dele- 
gation, ited by Christian Democrat Councilman Lombardo, of Catania 
province, a man who carries "“elout" by virtue of his strong following 
amonea hie constituents. 


it is mot quite clear at this point whether or not Counsellor Papa's 
move was designed to thwart the Christian Democrat ploy, and thus, in 
the name of a far more important role in the national media, to defeat 
the local Sicilian press, which is small in circulation and far trom 
real “eontact" with the nation as a whole. At any rate, one thing is 
certain: even though everybody knows what Qadhdhafi's peal role in the 
picture of communiam and international terroriam is, Italians are still 
makina the pil@rimage to Tripoli in search of Libyan gold.

IMPROVED RELATIONS WITH EGYPT--Kuwait=-AL-TALI'AH--The Omani Deputy Foreign Minister,

Egypt as a result of the Sadat-Begin imperialistic treaty with Zioniem. The Omani 
government newspaper said Mr ‘Alawi responded with this remark in anawer to Anwar 
Sadat's statement that hie [‘Alawi's) country has been providing Iraq with Omani 
made ammunition according to 4a treaty between the two countries. The Omani official 
said hie country “hopes there will always be means for improved relations between 
Egypt and the Arab countries.”
